Tc continueth ſtill, that the Turkes hauing made 
themſelues very ſtrong about 0ffes, inuaded Lowentz, 
and did there great hurt both by fire and ſword. 
There is now great doubt made of the Peace berwixt 
The Emperor and the Great Scigneur : for Bethleme 
Gor ſent hjcher an Ambaſſador with a Letter writ- 
renin the name ofthe Great Seigneur to him (Berh- 
km Gabor) by which he deſired to know whether, if 
oecafion ſhould be offercd, hee would rake part with 
him, or the Emperor. Whereupon Bethlem Gabor 
the Prince of Traxfilnanis, defireth to know of the 
Emperor how and in what manner he may aflure his 
owne Eftatc,and in what faſhion he will protec him, 
what ayd,and how ſoone he will bec ready to ſend it 
mtoe him : and proteſted. morcouer, that in caſcof 
deniall of ſuch ayd as is required, the Emperor ſhould 
have noreaſonto blame him, if ad rag his lands 
and ſubieAs he turnedtothe other fide, © 

The Tartars hauc done great hurt in Poles, and de- 
feated many Polonians : and the King of Polen hath 
ſene for the Coffackes which are in theſe lands, but 
they will nor depart before they be payd, Whereby 
irappeareth, that it is not true that (as ſome rcpor- 
ted) the Polonians ſhould haue defeated the Tartars 

which made the late inuafion in Polonia.
